EUROPE. 

Berlin, Marcli 10. — Bismarck and 
Herr Lasker quarelled violently in the 
Reichstag on Saturday in consequence 
of the Prince having attacked .the Lib- 
erals for favoring judicial leniency. In 
the course of tho debate in the Reich- 
stag on the cattle plague Bismarck, re- 
ferring to the smuggling of cattle, took 
occasion to accuse tiie Liberals of hav- 
ing made the penal code so mild that 
it protected criminals instead of citi- 
zens. Herr Lasker said that Bismarck's 
aggression showed where was the true 
element of disorder in the debate. He 
intimated that the first aim of tho gag- 
ging law should be to control the lan- 
guage of the Government. Bismarck 
replied and an angry contiover-sy en- 
sued. During the same debate Bis- 
jiaftrok :ostentatiously quitted the House 
WiM to'avoid tho disagreeable necessi- 
ty of listening to the speeches of Herr 
Eichter, Progressist. The House was 
greatly amused at this demonstration, 
but some older members viewed the 
matter seriously. The sitting left the 
impression that Bismarpk i '^vaS' deliber- 
ately trying to provoke i;he ' Diet and 
that dissolution was imminent It is 
certain that the situation cannot much 
longer continue as now. Bismarck 
during the sitting promised to furnish 
statistics relative to emigration. Ho 
said that the movement is greater from 
less populous districts such as Mecklen- 
burg, Pomerania, "West Prussia and 
Posen. When, however, the tenure of 
land was rendered more favorable and 
agriculture and manufactures rendered 
mutually supporting, he anticipated a 
decrease in emigration. 

Count Von Moltke On Saturday cele- 
brated in the Holstein the anniversary 
of his entry into the military service. 
He received congratulations from all 
quarters. 

' Berlin, March 10.— Ata parliament- 
ary soiree on Saturday the Chancollor

Gar- 
risons in British 13urmah have boL-ii 
doubled. The Burmese have intercepted 
the telegraph line between Rangoon 
and jMandalay. The situation in upper 
Burmali is regarded as very serious for 
European residents. It is stated that 
the recent massacres at. the instance of 
the King amounted to forty, but the 
killing was attended by every possible 
atrocity. TJio wretahes were beaten 
and kicked and tho women shockingly 
and shamefully abused. Royal princes 
were reserved to the last and made to 
witness the tortui-es and death of their 

families. 

AFRICA. 

London, March 9. — The Cape Anjus 
publishes the following from its cor- 
respondent in tho field: — The Zulus 
now desire peace on terms consistent 
with tribal independence. Another dis- 
patch from Cape Town says that a 
large proportion of tho Zulus are 
temporarly disbanded for harvest.

SzEGEDiN, March 12. — The. syna- 
gogue has fallen buiying a •niuniber of 
people who had sought refuge in it. 

Pestii, March 12.- — -Tiie greatest ex- 
citement has been caused here l)y tho 
Szegedin disaster. 

Pestii, March 12. — Latest telegi'ams 
announce that the flood with' a terrific 
roar is rushing from two ' sides' iOT 
Szegedin. The horror of the situation 
baffles desciiptioii. Tlio town is, in 
fact, destroyed. Two-thirds are now 
submerged, including the citadel and 
post and telegraph ofiiccs. Whole rows 
of houses are falling. The orpiian- 
age and synagogue are completely 
destroyed, all the inmates of the 
former being buried in the ruins. Two 
manufactories are on fire. The inhabi- 
tants are Hying to New Szegedin and 
tho more elevated parts of the town. 
The municipality of P'esth is making 
every effbrt to send assistance to Szege- 
din, and two relief trains have started. 
Accommodations for fugitives have 
been provided in the barracks and pub- 
lic buildings at Posth. 

London, March 12. — An oflicial tele- 
gram confirms tho report of the terrible 
aspect of Szegedin and the destruction 
of hundreds of houses. „It states that 
the removal of the inhabitants is pro- 
ceeding without disorder. So far only 
four corpses have been found. The 
dams are being cut in several places to 
allow the water to run oft'. No ex- 
cesses are reported, but precautions 
have been taken for the protection of 
property. • 

London, March 12. — A dispatch 
from St. Vincent says there is delay 
here in coaling the transport con veying 
troops to South Africa.

Hon. Mr. Beavcn presented a petition 
from the Workingmen'a Protective Asso- 
ciation asking protection against the 
Ohinuse, 

Referred to the committee on the Chi- 
nese question. 

- , ; ■ ; _ . ■ . REPORTS. - 

Mr. Drunimond presented a report from 
the Committee on the Gaol and Eoyal 
Hospital, stating that they found tlie gaol 
in a good condition, Init recommending 
the erection of new buildings as soon as 
possible from a sanitary point of view. In 
reference to the Royal Hospital they re- 
commend a separate building ; forl'iiifec- 
tious diseases. 

BILL NO. 23. 

Mr. Mara moved that bill No. 23 bo re- 
committed for the purpose of inserting as 
sub-sections 4, 5 and (i of clause 5, the 
following: 

" 4. Land upon which five head of 
horses or cattle per 11 acres are depastur- 
ed; provided such exemption shall not ex- 
tend to lands of a value not exceeding §5 
per acre. 

^" 5. Land upon which fifteen head of 
,» sneeri?piM''^100 aci'es are depastured;1pn)- 
vided such exemption shall not extend to 
lands of a value exceeding §1 per acre. 

" 6. Land upon which liorsos, cattle or 
sheep, or any of tlieui, arc depastured to- 
gether, the total number being in accord- 
ance with the proportion established by 
the two preceding sections; provided such 
exemptions shall not extend to lands of 
a yaluo exceeding §1 per acre." 

Hon. Mr. Walkem said ho would object 
to tHis (\9 the motion wa.s entirely out of 
fipder, as it would vary the incidence of 
the revenue. It would almost exempt 
. the lands from taxation. 

Mr. Smitlie said ho hoped Mr. Spoakor 
would not decide the ((ucstion without 
due consider.ation. He thought he could 
show the House that it was perfectly al- 
lowable for a private member to move to 
Vuduce taxation and proceeded to read 

- from Todd vol. 1 p. 445, to prove this, and 
that the motion could not )jo ruled out 
of order. He (Mr. S.) had urged upon 
the Government the necessity of tliia ac- 
tion and had even brought in a bill but 
liad withdrawn it to give the Government 
an opportunity, but they had failed to do 
it, and therefore the hon. gentleman was 
perfectly in order in bringing in this ro- 
aolution. He contended if this tax was 
entirely repealed it would not embarra8.s 
the Government in framing their esti- 
mates as it was so small an item, yet one 
very severe on those who had to pay it. 
According to one lion, gentleman the pas- 
toral land only yielded about 30 cents an 
acre and now this resolution proposed to 
tax them five cents on this or one-sixth 
of its value. All the Opposition asked was 
that this motion should bo considered on 
its merits and not ruled out of order. The 
Government in all cases stopped an ex- 
pression of opinion on a question wliich 
might bo inimical to them by a question 
of order, and thereby prcvontod private 
members from explaniing to the House 
what their constituents want. The Gov- 
ernment, if they objected to the amend- 
ment, could get their followers to vote it 
do^vn, but they had no right to ask that 
it be ruled out of order. The matter 
should be decided on its merits. He trust- 
ed that from the innumerable authorities 
and examples he had read, the loader of 
the Government would seo that ho was 
Yffong in rai3ip'g ft point of order and 
would consetjuently withdraw [his objecr 
tions. 

Hon. Mr. Walkoni said it was just the 
reverse, all the examples and authorities 
read proved that he was riglit and he 
hoped the mover of the resolution saw 
tlHS and would at onpe withclraw his reso- 
lution.' 

Mr. Mara said that from what he had 
iust heard he was more fully convinced 
than ever that he was quite in order in 
introducing the resolution (hear, hear). 

Hon. Mr. WalUom then proceeded to 
read from Todd to show that the Govern- 
ment ahould introduce all measures affect- 
ing tax.ition. 

Mr. Mara said that he quite agreed that 
the Government should do so, but if they 
failed in that duty then a private member 
was perfectly in order in trying to make 
up for their whortconiings. 



Mr. Smithe said the highest living au- 
thority on i)arliamontary practice said 
that a private member was perfectly in 
order in introducing a measure for the 
diminution of a tax. The hon. gentleman 
was then proceeding to read further au- 
thorities, when the second member for 
Victoria City (Mr. Wilson) asked that any 
more authorities might bo taken as read. 

Mr. Mara — The hon. gentleman h:is 
evidently heard enough (laughter). 

Mr. Smithe s.aid ho could go on produc- 
ing authority after authority in support 
of the stand he had taken till 6 o'clock, 
but ho thought those ho had given were 
quite sjufticiont to show hon. gentlemen 
that tho motion was in order (hear, hoar). 

Dr. Ash said he iTgretted exceedingly 
that this question of "out of order" was 
so often raised by the Government. It 
was most humiliating to tho House and 
ho thought it would be well for tlio Gov- 
ernment in futuro to allow a question to 
be dealt with on its merits. He said the 
question raised by tlie Government and 
whicli they had attonij>ted to argue out 
was r.iost preposterous. Tho mover of 
tho resolution was perfectly in order and 
if the Government were going to rule all 
such questions out of order tlien ho 
thouglit it was high time all members who 
did not agree with tho Government 
should loavo the House (hour).' 

Mr. Mara asked that "the question 
should bo laid over for one day for Mr. 
Speaker's decision. 

Mr. Speaker ruled that he would not 
put the question as it proposed to deal 
with tho incidence of taxation. 

Mr. Smithe asked Mr. Speaker if he 
would explain how it was a variation of 
tho incidence of taxation i 

Mr. Spoakor said he would not argue 
tlio case with the hon. gentleman and 
ruled the motion out of order. 

Mr. Smithe called on Mr. Speaker to 
give his authority ia writing for the rul- 
ing ho had given. 

LAND AMKXPME.N-t' ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem, in moving the sec- 
ond reading of this 'billi said .-that it pro- 
vided that the purchase money or balance 
thereof for any pre-emption - bo paid in 
four equal annu.ll instalments,- the first of 
which shall bo due three months after no- 
tice of survey of tho claim. In the event 
of tlio non-payuioiit of tho purchase mon- 
ey, tlie records for tho claims would bo 
subject to cancellation at^, the discretion 
of the Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works as well as to forfeiture of iiistal- 
nionts paid thereon. Clause 3, which 
was perhaps the most important one in 
the bill, proposed to do away with what 
Wits known a.s tho free gr.mt system, 
wliich he had found to be little better 
than nonsense. Tho bill also proposed 
certain amendments to the existing sys- 
tem of surveying claims. He hoped, the 
bill would meet with the general approval 
of tho House. 

Mr. Smithe said that, whilst admitting 
tho bill was an improvement on the mea- 
sure originally introduced but subsequent- 
ly withdrawn by tho hon. gentleman, it 
could not be expected that ho (Mr. S.) 
would be found In favor of the proposed 
abolition of the free grant system, inas- 
much as ho himself had introduced a 
measure several years since inaugurating 
that system. He was of opinion that ac- 
tual settler.'? should bo aflb.^ded every fa- 
cility for taking up land and that instead 
of being required to pay .?1 per acre in 
pi'onijjt instalments they should bo per- 
mitted to take up what land they required 
until in a position to pay for it. The 
proposition made by tho bill if carried 
would deal more illiberally with the set- 
tler than was the case in Crown Colony 
days. When the House went into com- 
mittee on the- bill he intended to move 
an amendment to the clause alluding to 
the payment of ))urchase money providing 
that tho clause shall not come into force 
until three months' notice has been given 
in the B. C. Gazette. He could not be- 
lieve that it was the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to demand from old prc-einptors 
tho exorbitant rate of 24 per cont. interest 
on balances of purchase money due. If 
such were the case persons whose claims 
were declared to be surveyed by statute 
would also be liable to tiio same rate of 
interest. The proposition made in clause 
to compel a settlor to purchase not less 
than ICO acres was also very illiberal inas- 
much as many parcels of land might con- 
tain only some 40 or CO acres of any value 
to tho purchaser. Clause 10, wliich re- 
served the sole right of making free 
grants of lands to the Lieut, -Governor in 
Council was Avroiig in principle, If the 
free grant system wore right it should bo 
afilrmed by the House .and settlers should 
not be rendered liable to the accusation 
that he had received a favor at tho hands 
of the Government. When a settler took 
up land tho country w.as iiidubtcd to him 
and when he asked for a free grant it 
should not bo considered tliat he was re- 
questing a favor. The hon. gentleman 
then pointed out the injustice of offering 
for sale at public auction a parcel of land 
which had been surveyed at the oxjiense 
of an applicant who was ready to pay his 
dollar per acre for it. In conclusion ho 
iigain appealed to the Oovernmont to de.al 
justly by tlie pre-emptor and actual settlor. 

Hon. Mr. Be.aven said it was intended 
to change not to abolish tho free gi-ant 
system. He did not think the existing 
system had induced ten sottlera to come 
to the country and assured tho House 
that it was not the intention of tho Gov- 
ernment to de;d unjustly with the pro- 
emptors who would be aH'ordcd four years 
to pay up purchase money for their 
claims, the first payment dating three 
months from a notice which might not ap- 
pear in the Oaxette for years for all ho 
knew. 

Mr. Vernon said ho thought the Bill 
would in soino respects check persons 
from taking up land. It was all very well 
to say that an instalment of §80 per year 
was a mere nothing for the settlor to pay, 
but in most cases it was well known that 
settlers who were not as a rule wealthy 
expended nearly all they had in tlie pur- 
chase of a team and necessary implements 
to commence the cultivation of their 
claims. He did not think tho allusion in 
clause I to the publication of : tho. ^.notice 
in the Gazette was clear. If a notice had 
been -published twelve months or two 
years since would that bo construefl to 
affect pre-emptions coming under the pro- 
visions of this Apt 1 This point should 
be explained for the information of set- 
tlers whoso, iantl Wigl^t be declared for- 
feited without theirT?nowledge. To him 
it was rjuestiohable whether immigration 
would be encouraged by compelling new 
settlers to pay §1 por aero for land in four 
yearly instalments. He was in:lined to 
think it would not, 

Hon. Mr, Humphreys said tho Bill 
would bo found a great improvement on 
all tlio land acts yet introduced^ Whilst 
the land laws in this Province were more 
liberal than elsewhere there could be no 
doubt that tho free grant system had 
proved a great failure. 

Mr. Evans said that in 1871 ho had 
been an advocate of tho free grant sys- 
tem, but experience had shown that those 
who got their land for nothing were as 
unwilling to pay taxes as those who bought 
land. 

Mr, McGillivray approved of the prin- 



ciple of tho bill because it proposed to 
amend the land act passed bust session. 
The House was assured then that the 
act would not apply to tho pre-emptor and 
settler, but it was found subsequently 
that it did' nevertheless and bore very 
heavily on them as a class. Ho consid- 
ered that this injustice should be reme- 
died. The lion, gentleman thought.it un- 
fair tliat one class of settlers should be 
compelled to pay §1 per acre for tlieir land 
whilst another class obtained it under the 
free grant system. 

The biU was then road a second time — 
to bo committed to-morrow. 

THE SEPARATION TIIRE.\T. 

In I'oplj' to questions put by Mr. 
Smithe and Mr. Jlai-a, hon. JMr. AValkem 
assured tho House that neither he indi- 
vidually nor tho Government had received 
any reply whiitover from tho Imperial 
Government with reference to the tele- 
gram of the 14th ult. referring to tho 
Separation Petition. 

TUB TARIFF. 

Mr. McGillivray urged a consideration 
of tho report on tho tariff question and 
tho House wont into comniitteo with Mr. 
Gallagher in the chair. . ■ ,:■ 

Mr. Holgosen spqke^at'sqmeilength in 
favor of a protective tariff' and ""expressed 
his regret that tho Canadian tariff had 
been adopted instead of the British Co- 
lumbian. 

Mr. Vernon moved that the report bo 
referred back to the Select Committee 
who, it appeared, had not thoroughly con- 
sidered the;^qaestidm- j.; He^'ould suggest 
that the coinmitteb tlraw out a list of 
goods thoy considered required protection 
and forward it t(. Ottawa. 

Mr. Evans said tho committee had 
agreed that it was too late to suggest any- 
thing to Canada as the tariff was doubt- 
less framed 'oru this. 

MivAbrains said-Mv.^^^ aniend- 
luent was intended to kill the report. 

i\Ir. Wilson said the report really con- 
tained nothing definite and was of no 
value in its present state. Tho chaugos 
desired should have been onumorated. 

Mr. Mara said tho report was very 
vagyej and the committee, evidently fol- 
lowihg^tho example of tho Government, 
had shirked the responsibility (jf saying 
what changes were do.sirable. It was, 
however, tho duty of the Govoriiment to 
have submitted a proposition to the Do- 
minion Goveninient during tho roce.ss and 
then they would have boon ill a position 
to place aonietliing tangible before the 
House. He coiisiilorod tho report now 
before the House should either be re- 
ferred back or some member sliould bring 
in a comprehensive st.atoment of those 
articles requiring protection. 

Mr. Mcllmoyle spoko in defence of the 
mode of procedure of tho Select Com- 
niitteo. 

Mr. Williiiius said it would bo best to 
wait for the now Canadian tariff and if 
that did not suit the Province then some 
action could bo taken by tho House. No 
good could be done by discussing tiio re- 
port now. , ■ i :'V;iy: : . v^., : ■ - 

Mr. Vernon said ib was iisblcss delay- 
ing the matter until Canada wfis heard 
from as it was not likely a change, once 
the tariff was franod, would be made 
specially for British Columbia. If changes 
were constantly made the whole business 
community would be unsettled. 

Mr.ls\yil86ntsaid!^that.!*^ railw.ay con- 
structibii wiDro nbl'cdminencod by May Ist 
the Province had petitioned to take 
charge of the Ciiatonis. Uo thought it 
absurd to ask the Dominion Govornment 
for a special tariff without stating what 
that tarifl" was like. Ho moved the com- 
mittee report progress and ask leave to 
sit again. ■•. ; ,;v ' f 

Mr. Smitho rose to speak, but was re- 
fused a hearing amid ' cries of put tho 
question," "~out of order, '' by the - Gov- 
ornment. 

Tho Chairniaii tliorcupoii put the ques- 
tion, ruling ]Mr. Smitho, who still held 
the lloor, out of order, declared the, mo- 
tion carried and loft tho ohaii?| ti&| r^ort 
to ]Mr. Speaker. ' 

Mr. Smithe thereupon said he must 
complain of the conduct of the Chairman 
who had denied him the right to speak to 
a debatable motion, notwithstanding the 
fact that he held the fioor. If such a pro- 
ceeding wore sanctioned the.j.majority 
would be affordedj: unlimited jpower to 
burke debate. ^' ■■■ ' -i^ ^'S _ 

Mr. Speaker made no-roply and a mo- 
tion to adjourn till Friday at 2 p, m. was 
then carried. 



Sritain's Bigrhts la Alaska's "Waters. 

In the House of Comnions on the lltli 
inst., Mr. DeCoamos moved "for copies 
of the meiiioranduni of convention be- 
tween Great Britain and Russia, of 1825, 
in relation to the boundary between Alas- 
ka and British Columbia, with all relia- 
ble maps and charts since made of Alaska. 
He claimed that by the convention of 
1825 wo had the right of navigation of all 
rivers in Alaska, but said that by some 
accident when the treaty of Washington 
was under consideration in 1871 only the 
Yucon, Porcupine and Stickeon rivers 
were included in our rights in that way." 
IVIr. Mills stated that Russia acquired the 
narrow strip of territory on tho coast 
south of Mt. St. Elias on tho express con- 
dition that all the rivers flowing tlu'ougli 
tliia strip should be open to na'vi^tion on 
tlie part of subjects of Great Britain. Mr. 
DeCoamos contended that the Russian 
Government by selling Alaska abrogated 
the convention of 1825. Sir John A. 
Macdonald said there^woros two opinions 
on this poirit';';,;iMontague 'Ber mem- 
ber of the coihmisaiori; whb'iwaa porhap.s 
tho boat intornationiil lawyer in England, 
and Lord Tonderden. now under secretary 
of foreign ailairs, who perhaps knew more 
about the treaties that England en- 
tered into th.an any other man on earth, 
united in tho opinion that by the transfer 
of Alaska to tho United States these 
rights wore destroyed. This was the opin- 
ion of the Gladstone government, and the 
British amb.isaador at Washington was so 
instructed. He did not know whether 
the papers and maps in question could be 
conveniently brought down within reason- 
able time and with reasonable expense. 
The motion was carried.

The 
attaching creditors arc Isiiao Levi, of 
Livingston & Co., and S. Blum|«f- Mai't- 
inez. Contra Costa county. Tho firni are 
also indebted to LazArd Freres, bankers, 
and tlie Bank of California. Their paper 
out-stitading is to a groat extent endorsed 
by many retail dealei-s of this city. The 
total liabilities of tho firm and its ability 
to meet them have not yet been made 
known. Additional attachments have 
been taken out against Godchuux & Co. , 
so that amounts now aggregate over .^00,- 
000. The difticulties of the firm have 
atieoted the dry goods firm of Kennedy & 
Durr and S. Mosgrove, and attachments 
have been taken out against the former 
liouse amounting altogether to S!120,319, 
and against the latter aggregating §139,- 
585. i\Iosgrove & Co. state that they 
have made arrangements with their credi- 
tors by virtue of wqich they will be en- 
abled in a few days to go on with busi- 
ness. Winne, Tops & Co., have boon at-; 
tachod for §12,000, adjunct to tho God-' 
cliaux failure. 

Blum, Sons & Co., of Dixon, have sus- 
poiuled. They had endorsed Godchaux 
& Co. to the amount of §05,000. Tho 
auspension is believed to be temporary. 

Tho failure of Godchaux Brothers & 
Co. is known to bo more disastrous than 
the most ]janicstrickon of its creditora 
would have dared to suppose. A careful 
o.xamination of the allair shows that tho 
assets of the firm amount to only §475,- 
000, of which .§75,000 ia in stock and the 
balance in book accounts, notes, etc. ; 
liabilities are over §1,000,000. Creditors 
are garnisheoing debt wherever duo. Much 
of the §400,000 due the firm had been as- 
signed to creditors jirovious to tho an- 
nouncement of the failure, and much of 
it is due from retail houses in this city, 
which have also bocomo embarrassed. It 
is assorted that there will bo a shrinkage 
of probably 50 per cent, in the amount of 
assets stated. 

The firm of Koehler & Ritter, manufac- 
turing jewelers, No. 20 Post street, has 
been attached by Leviaon Bros, for §53,- 
000; Lorsch Brtw. for §3,000; Henry Ep- 
stein for §1 1,000; L. Kahn §1,840, and the 
London and San Francisco Bank §3,243. 
A receiver has been placed in charge. 
The attaching . parties believe that the 
failure is brought - about 'by natural 
causes, such as recent stagnation in trade 
and trouble in making collections, and has 
no connection with thoGodchaux troubles. 
The failure will affect no smaller firms. 

Samuel Leszinsky & Co. are attached 
for .§50,000 in paper out on account of the 
suspended flrin of Godchaux & Co. 



Tho Marino Hospital. 

Tlio annual report of tho Medical Super- 
intendent of the Jlarine Hospital states 
that during tho year ending Juno 30th, 
1878, the total number of patients ad- 
mitted for treatment was 45. There were 
only two deaths, one resulting from can- 
cer in the stomach and one from consump- 
tion. With these exceptions tho patients 
have either boon cured or relieved and 
discharged. Tho average stay of the pa- 
tients in the institution slightly exceeded 
35 days. Tho Superintendent says that 
tho hospitfil is in first-rate condition, tho 
cleanliness and general order maintained 
reflecting great credit on the keeper and 
his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Woods. 



Cariboo. 

The news from Cariboo by the last mail 
is of a limited nature, business of all 
kinds being very slack. Tho different 
quartz mining companies still continue 
doing a littlo work. The Proserpine are 
sinking their shaft rapidly. Cariboo Co. 
intend getting a concentrator .and other 
machinery from San Francisco and build- 
ing a furnace to test their rock which Mr. 
Riotti pronounced worth §1 por ton, and 
the San Francisco assay office §20 a ton. 
Snow and Keithley Creeks still continue to 
send out a small amount of gold. Snow- 
shooing is very good, there being between 
six to eight feet of snow on the ground. 
The b.aiika .ire both closing out on account 
of no business and the agents will arrive 
in Victoria in the beginning of April. 

Fivo at gponco's Bridge. 

A telegram from Spenco'a Bridge yes- 
terday reports that jOn/' Wednesday night 
the store .and goods of S, 'M. Nelson were 
destroyed by fire. The hotel was saved 
with great exertion. The burned prop- 
erty was insured for §3,000 in the 
Phconix oflico. 

Columbia River Bar.-^Wo .are indebt- 
ed to tho Chamber of Coniinorco, Astoria, 
for a chart of Columbia River entrance, 
allowing tho latest aoundings made on tho 
bar during the aummer and fall of last 
year. The chart, wliich is reduced from 
the Government survey of Lieut. Payson, 
of tho U. S. corps of Lnginoors by G. M. 
Jesson, a Columbia bar pilot and formerly 
a Government hydrographer, is excellently 
executed and cannot fail to be of great 
value to captains and ship owners. As a 
ma]) of reference it ■will also prove very 
useful.

Sir ; John 
moved and Mr. Mackenzie seconded ■ the 
motion with short addresses suit.able to 
the subject, when Hon. Mr. Masson, 
Minister of Militia, rose, evidently feeling 
the task of speaking to the, question a se- 
vere one. Just after he had uttered a 
few words he fell over in a swoon. The 
members rose in a body to rush to the 
spot where the hon. gentleman fell. Dr. 
Tupper fortunately was on hand, and im- 
mediately loosened Mr. Masson's clothes, 
applying remedies and sprinkling his face 
and neck. He subsequently recovered. 
The conipLaint is lioivrt disease, and Mr. 
Masson has since tendered his resignation 
as a. member of :tho Cabinet. 

In the'Hoiise of Ooinmons, Feb. 25th, 
Mr. Mclnnes asked if it was tho intention 
of tho Government to alter the existing 
regulations governing tho rebate or draw 
backs on tin imported into British Colum- 
bia .and manufactured into cans for pre- 
serving fish, for exportation into foreign 
countries.

Mr. DeCosmos asked if the bill passed 
by the British Columbia Legislature con- 
cerning Chinese taxation was going to bo 
disallowed. The Minister of Justice said 
the matter was under consideration. 

Mr. Bunster moved Feb. 27th for all 
papers relating to a certain mail contract 
let on tho east coast of Vancouver Island, 
British Columbia, between Comox and 
Victoria, B. 0., once per week, and a ser- 
vice of twice a week between Nanaimo 
and Victoria, with reasons why said ser- 
vice was not continued as per contract. 
Carried. 

Mr. Mackenzie moved for the reports 
of engineers and others made since 1st 
October last, respecting route or construc- 
tion of any part of ^ttWi^Qwiada Pacific 
Railway, tScc. He rdquested^ the Hon.' 
Minister of Public Works to bring do\vn 
tho papers as early as possible with a view 



to en.able members to acquaint themselves 
thoroughly with all the facts previous tc 
discussion. Mr. Tupper said no time 
would be lost in complying with the mo- 
tion. Jlotion agreed to. 

Mr. DeCosmos moved for a return of 
quantities and values of tho diflbrent .arti- 
cles of merchandizo imported into British 
Columbia from other Provinces of the 
Dominion in 1878. Also, the exports 
from British Columbia to other Provinces 
of Canada up to December 31st, 1878.
